In opening his aililrcss the speakor 
pointed out the fallacy that newspaper 
ivork Is an easy task, something that 
anyone can g<> Into anil become sue- 
essful wllhout any apparent effort. 
This liloa is prevalent overywhero 
aninuRKt people who have Imd no 
experience in this line of work. This 
s a mistaken idea however, as Mr. 
Morgan- Powiill was able to show in 
the course of his remarks. 

A.' though journalism has a. great 
many disadvantages connect cil with 
It. to the person who takes ii seriously 
it is a profession which stands on us 
high a level as any of the; professions 
of high standard. To be successful 
In journalism one must have a strong 
:onstitutlon as Hie work is very fati- 
guing, with no specified hours and 
when work is apparently finished some 
new task may spring up which any- 
one on hand rany be required to do. 
It is brain-racking work, one of the 
greatest essentials to it being- speed. 

In pointing out the advantages of be- 
ing u journalist Mr. Morgan -l'owell 
.tentioned as such, the acquirement of 
self control in the newspaper office, 
the dcvelopcmcnt ot a good deposi- 
tion is absolutely essential lu a. suc- 
cessful reporter, he Is often in a posi- 
tion Where ho does not feel that lie 
lis receiving the best treatment, but 
hi» is obliged to make the best of it. 
Tact; something which Is not a. natur- 
al gift, is developed to a greater de- 
grec in the newspaper business pcr- 
.aps than in any other business. 

Interviewing, is a very interesting 
occupation, this has a very broaden- 
ing influence over one in that, all 
kinds of people are run up against, 
ill-! ability to judge human nature 
.s therefore developed to a grca.t. ex- 
tent. There Is also the elomeut of 
•.ravel which comes into a. reporter's 

ork, although he does not wander 
very far when only a beginner yet an 

ie progresses he Is apt to make 

oiirnoys to almost any place on the 

lobe. , 

The greatest essential to a. •success- 
ful journalistic career, said Mr. Mor- 
•rall-l'owell, Is Mu; capacity for real 
aid work, even tlioiigh It is apparent- 
ly not always recognised.

Doctors Hemmeon, Day and 
Fife Were Present 



trenchant crlllclsm of Canadian 
politicians ami Ihelr policies, with an 
almost unlimited range and variety 
of economic and political vlwyt mark- 
ed last, night's meeting of the Political 
ISconoiny Club. "The Kconomic Sit- 
ua lion In Canada., East and Wes : .," as 
outlined by C. D. ISvoretl nod W. 
G-ardiner, respectively, rapidly broad- 
ened Into a general discussion of 
national questions of the lay-- Im- 
migration and emigration, tariffs and 
railways, the permanence of Confed- 
eration, and a host of others. 

Mr Kvorett in a clear and forcible 
speech, occupied himself chiefly with 
Maritime rights, and the effect or 
Confederation and the National Pol- 
Icy on Maritime trade. Passing over 
I he quarrel between East and Wen 
v/lth the reminder that the Prairies 
owe their development to the older 
Provinces, the speaker briefly review. 
<4 tho history of the Federation 
movement, and Its effect in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick. Indust- 
.rlal growth bad followed the adoption 
of the National Policy, but by no 
means to tho same extent as In 
Quebec and Ontario. The Maritimes 
had sacrificed their natural markets 
In New England, but the I. C. It. 
Intoned as compensation for that Iosh. 
was being administered in a quite dif- 
ferent spirit, The rcet of the country 
must b e prepared to make equal sac- 
rifices, and should not expect the 
I Coast Provinces to suffer, for the sins 
of Western railway contractors. 

Reclplocity, thought- by some to be 
the saving of the Maritime Provinces, 
was sharply criticised, on the ground 
of uncertainty. The Fordney tariff 
had had a. very serious effect; but 
had It been suddenly sprung on us 
after a long period of complete de- 
pendence op American markets, it 
would havo been disastrous. Wo had 
absolutely no guarantee that Recip- 
rocity, once agreed to, could or would, 
be maintained for any length of time. 

"It is vain," concluded Mr. Everett, 
"to place any trust in tho political 
parties. I see no hope either in tho 
Llburals of Conservatives. Our one 
solution lies- in. tho Industry of Can- 
ada's citizens, in a better understand- 
ing among the various Provinces, 
and In a Government with a broad, 
truly national, policy. 

Mr. Gardiner began by attacking 
tho statement that tho East made 
tho West. If the East hadn't done it, 
ho observod, "tho States would." He 
painted a graphic picture of depres- 
sion on Iho Prairies, indulging in 
caustic, criticism of tho optimism pre- 
valent in banking and railway circles. 
Drought,' poor crops, the low price of 
wheat, Inadequate banking and credit

The dreamers still keep the 
agë-bld~andle alight, even though it flickers at times, and the 
long-formed habit of shrinking from a change persists even now 
in the ranks of^jhe respectably good. 

But to-day probably there are a greater number than ever 
before living in the hope that the dream of the years may come 
true and they look to the youth of the land to bring the ..world 
nearer to perfection than it is at present. "The Dartmouth" see* 
in the son of the recent British premier. Stanley Baldwin, a striking 
example of a believer in reform, this college paper saying. inufton- 
clusion: "The atmosphere of freedom in which we live and study 
will avail us little if we assume an indifferent attitude toward every 
question presented to us. "The Nation" and "New Republic",*may 
praise us loudly, but unless we graduate men who are willing to 
fight social evils and champion the cause of justice as strenuously 
as the son of the British Premier, we shall not have profitted by 
our opportunities. There is room in American public life for the 
sons of politicians, bankers and corporation lawyers to challenge 
the methods of their progenitors and blaze a new trail towards the 
goal of social justice and international good will." 

The challenge to youth has rung across the face of the earth 
and if we have ears to hear, for the love of everything that is goo<i 
let us hear. This may mean criticisms from our friends, sneers 
from our acquaintances and vituperation from our enemies. But 
after all, the search for the best, though it may entail hardships, 
is preferable to the chase of the mere dollar, with masse» scramb- 
ling for wealth, power and social position.

RECOGNITION 
. OF RUSSIA IN 
DISCUSSION 

Talk on Admitting Soviets In- 
to Family of Nations 

STUDENTS' LEAGUE • 

Almost Unanimous in Favor 
of Recognition 

That RutiRlti should bo recognized 
as a l nrtllon vi'iiH fairly well arguod 
upon by tho Sludenlii' Longue polit- 
ical group which met last night In 
Htra.lhooiia. Hall. Hurt AVells who read 
a paper on the Hiibjccl, gave a fine 
exposition, bringing up every argu- 
ment and iliscuttslng them. 

Wells dealt wllli tho subject not 
from the particular point or view of 
Canada, .alone, but from the general 
International aspect, lie Just illus- 
trated how the tall of the Cmirlnt re- 
gime \vn« Inevitable, quoting soveral 
iiuthorltlcH on the matter, Including 
Woodrow Wilson. A. G. Gardiner 
lias said: "I do not liko that govern- 
ment fSnvlellsin), neither did I like 
Cza.rlsm — but It la not our buniness 
to «llctnio to other how lei govern 
aiuee wo did not allow them to dic- 
tate to us." Wells went on to attack 
the Allies for supporting Kolchnk 
and Wrangel who led hordes of free- 
booting adventurers against the Rus- 
sians when they wore fighting for 
their llherly. Great Britain. France 
and the United States had all, at one 
time or other, had revolutions for 
freedom and Justice; and now Russia, 
had done likewise, 

Wella claimed that the chief cause 
for the non-rccognlilon of Russia 
was a psychological one-fear. Peo- 
ple arc afraid of the Invading hordes 
communism. This would imply that 
there was something wrong with the 
present system which could not be a. 
comparison:- bill thi»-waa>-not so, the 
speaker believed, for changes in Can- 
ada would not come by revolution 

but by evolution, 
t 

The propaganda argument seemed 
ridiculous. As Lloyd-George ha.s put 
it, antl -British propaganda has been 
emanating from Russia since 190-1. 
Tho old regime had caused much 
anti-British feeling In 'tho'veaatv' Be- 
tween tho Czarist regime and the 
Bolshevist, there Is ■ little difference 
In foreign policy. 

Tho speaker mentioned the recent 
correspondence between the .Soviets 
and the United States. Following Pre- 
sident Coolidgo's message to Congress, 
Russia was led to believe that a 
settlement could bo made. .According- 
ly, tho Foreign Minister, Tchitcherln, 
informed the Americans that "the 
Soviot Government Is. fully prepared 
to negotiate with a view towdard its 
(the claims of the U, S.) satisfac 
tory settlement." Secretary Hughes, 
however, -refused to have anything- to 
do with Russia, mnintalnlns. that .she 
had flooded tho United States with 
communist propaganda. The lcttars 
shown as proof havo later turned out 
ns probably falso and the concoctions 
of someone connected with* the De- 
partment of Justice.

The eoii- 
snrva.livon w,ho clamour for tho ro- 
turn of tho Czarlst regime forgot tho 
misery or the hundred and sixty mil- 
lions who starved In merciless sub- 
jection, but remember only tho mng- 
nlflconco or the hundred and sixty 
thousand who orgled In extravagant 
splendour. 

Well « went on to Rtato that. If Rus- 
sia in allowed to recover without foi 
olgn assistance, tho result may be. that 
Canada may lose hor mnrtoHs al.ing 
with her money, if, however, Russia 
Is taken Into the family of nations, 
they will not only gain the markets 
but there Is oven a possibility of get- 
ting tho dobt paid. 

Following this outline, the subject 
was taken up by all present. The 
question was considered from all pos- 
sible angles, various arguments being 
advanced and cornbntted. The general 
tenor of the discussion, however — in 
fact, there was almost practical un- 
animity — was that tho Russian Gov- 
ernment should be recognized.

Arch m- contrast- 
ed the old fashioned mills one. for 
bad plantation in use. before . the war, 
with the present system of one modern 
central mill for a group of six or seven 
'■states. . The old mil's were built on 
a hill or clifr, and the one sel of rolls 
for crushing the juice out of the cane 
were operated by a wind mill relying 
on the steady trade winds. The cane- 
Juice war. conveyed through an under- 
ground conduil to the boiling house 
tltuatod at a lower level, where it 
was treated with lime, "brought to 
'Une" tby 'boiling', tho .sugar and 
finally crystalized .out .in. a n oscillator. 

In the modern mills the cane is 
! brought lo the rolls, of which there 
Jare fourteen, by a belt conveyor. Tho 
i'lrst set of rolls is deeply notched 
so as to cut the stalks of cane into 
eighteen inch lengths, which pass 
t'lrough two sets of six pairs, of rolls. 
The. first set of rolls extract SO per. 
Cent, of the juice, and by the addition 
o'' wa.ior, the second set Is able to 
extract the remainder of the. juice to 
the exlont of a tola) of 9li or DS per.: 
cent. 

This juice is clarified, Healed with 
lime to prevenl Homing, and passed 
I !lo two kettles, the lirai, heated by 
exhaust steam and the second by live 
n'.ca.m . The juice thus concentrated 
cracked" in a pan connected with a 
vacuum pump, and stored in a lank 
\rl;ere it Is again limed. This liquor 
h strained through cloth . filters, and 
concentrated by being passed through 
a series of three kettles. Jn these 
kettles heat is conserved by boiling the 
I tiuor under diminishing vacua, by t he 
lient of the passes coming off tiii'oin Hie 
previous kettle. Tho ■ liquor now 
ready to be concentrated in a vacuum 
Tan having a bottom constructed like 
that of a cupola melting iron, bo that 
y/hon the crystals have formed to the 
desired size the who'o batch can bo 
•'dropped". The batch passes into 
fonfrlfuguls which throw • off the 
nolasacs from the crystals of sugar, 
vhlch are finally dried by passing' dry 
•l.'ve steam through the oentra.fugu.l. 
U'hin raw sugar is then ready to ho 
shipped to the refineries. 

Before closing Mr. Archer outlined 
l ie process of manufacturing rum, 
vhich is a. byproduct of (ho raw sugar 
Industry , A suitable yeast Is added 
wash of molasses in order to 
form u fiirgus, which ilesentigrates the 
sugar Into about SQ; percent nJcohol.

A traveller whose educa- 
tion has been gained by travtd alone 
(possesses a jumble of dis.'o'::ion fae'ts 
(hat are of very llf.tlo use to him. 

Voltaire says "Hooks tire made 
from books." All great writers have 
been omnivorous readers. 

Miss England was the first speaker 
or. the negative. She repeated ths 
statement that reading is the basis 
of education. During the first six 
years of a child's life education con- 
sists wholly of observation and it is 
then that the foundations of educa- 
tion are laid\down. 

Johnson says "The use of travel is 
to regulate thç imagination by roal- 
ity.' 1 Imagination stimulated by read- 
ing is apt. to get away from reality. 

Many sciences can be studied bet- 
ter by travelling than in any other 
way. Chief among these are: arch • 
itecture, archaeology, geology, an- 
thropology, botany and zoology.

LETTER SENT TO 
DR. WM. PETERSON 

Meiji University Writes to 
Late Principal 

Addressed to Dr. William Vol Orson, 
there camo a. few dtiy.i ago to the 
principal's office, a Hitter from Meiji 
University of Japan. The news of 
the decease of Or. Peterson had evi- 
dently not reached that country* The 
letter explained in great detail that 
the University had neither buildings 
to trtudy in nor any hooks. All were 
I destroyed in the fire that followed 
the recent disastrous earthquake. , 
The rccoipt of ii letter addressed to 
tho late principal of the University 
caused considerable stir in the ad- 
ministration building and after the 
first spasm of surprise had quiet- 
ened down the letter was read and 
turned over to Dr. Loiner the librari- 
an . 

At the satnu time a letter was also 
received from the Tokio Imperial 
University which is also in dire 
straits. The fire likewise destroyed 
their means of study. 

The letter from Melji after giving 
a vivid description of the college 
in part, "The Meiji University is one 
of the oldest and largest academic 
as it ,wns before the earthquake, sa.\-» 
Institutions of Japan, having been 
founded .in "1SS1. The university 
consists of collegiate departments, as 
well as the University proper." There 
are nearly nine thousand students in 
.this university. 

Within a short time there will be 
erected temporary quartern. There
